Increase in Diphtheria. 

In October, 1921, the cases of diphtheria were stated to have been 
of more than usual- virulence in type. In November a marked in- 
crease in the number of cases of diphtheria was noted, 940 cases hav- 
ing been notified as compared with 685 cases occurring in the month 
of October, 1921, and 666 cases in the month of November, 1920. 
The disease was stated to have been mild in the first attack but to 
have increased in virulence as it progressed.

— For all Chile, from January to September, 1921, 5,500 
reported cases, with 2,500 deaths; in Santiago, Chile, from March to 
September, 1921, 2,546 cases admitted to hospital, with 1,147 deaths. 

Typhus fever. — January to September, 1921, for all Chile, 3,249 
cases, with 735 deaths. 

Summaries for previous periods were reported as follows : October, 
1918, to December 31, 1919: Cases, 12,068; deaths, 3,560. Year 
1920: Cases, 7,939; deaths, 1,587. 

ECUADOR.
